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FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  OF  THE 

Presbyterian  Hospital 

or  THE 

CITY  OF  CHICAGO. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Society: 

The  record  of  the  fiscal  year  just  closed  has  many  points  of  resemblance  to 
its  predecessor. 

The  general  stagnation  of  b  i  siness  resulting  from  lack  of  public  confidence, 
combined  with  the  necessary  unsettling  of  affairs  consequent  upon  our  unfor- 
tunate quadrennial  election  disturbances,  have  been  active  factors  in  reducing 
our  income  not  only  from  investments  and  donations,  but  .also  from  hospital 
earnings.  Nevertheless,  in  spite  of  these  untoward  influences,  we  were  still 
able  to  more  than  meet  our  obligations  without  in  any  way  impairing  our  in- 
vestments. 

This  happy  result  however,  was  only  possible,  because  of  the  liberal  sup- 
port which  the  hospital  has  again  received  from  its  numerous  friends. 

To  our  investment  account  we  have  added  an  equity  in  improved  real  es- 
tate belonging  to  the  late  Hugo  J.  Palmer,  valued  at  about  $10,0' '0. 

Some  years  since  Mr.  Palmer  donated  to  the  Hospital  by  will,  the  sum  of 
$10,000,  but  his  executor  was  unable  to  close  the  estate  without  realizing  cash 
upon  this  property. 

Our  financial  committee  therefore  recommended  to  the  Board,  in  which  it 
concurred,  that  the  Hospital  purchase  the  property  at  a  price  not  to  exceed 
$15,000.  The  executor  finally  accepted  this  offer,  the  Hospital  paying  the  es- 
tate the  sum  of  $4896.12  being  the  difference  between  the  equity  of  the  Hospital 
and  the  estimated  value  of  the  property. 

We  have  also  received  the  handsome  sum  of  $10,000  from  the  estate  of  Mrs. 
Cordelia  F.  Barker. 

During  her  lifetime  Mrs.  Barker  repeatedly  showed  her  interest  in  the 
Hospital  by  giving  substantial  gifts,  and  this  last  one  is  only  a  more  emphatic 
expression  of  her  desire  to  aid  our  work. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  report  that  by  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Maria  G. 
Carr,  her  estate  shall  in  the  course  of  time  pay  to  the  Hospital  the  sum  of 
$20,000,  which  shall  be  used  by  the  board  as  a  memorial  to  her  deceased  hus- 
band, Dr.  Watson  Carr. 

-AJter  a  careful  survey  of  the  field  it  was  unanimously  agreed,  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  not  to  make  any  public  effort, as  by  concert  or  otherwise,  to 
raise  any  money  for  current  expenses. 
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Our  former  benefactress,  Mrs.  Wm.  J.  Chalmers,  then  proposed  to  be  one  of 
ten  who  would  raise  the  sum  of  $500.00  each,  and  stipulated  that  no  subscription 
would  be  binding"  unless  the  entire  amount  of  $5000. CO  were  pledged. 

The  plan  soon  met  with  favor  and  in  an  incredibly  short  time  the  full 
sum  was  subscribed,  and  even  more,  for  the  actual  cash  received  amounted  to 
$5421.00. 

It  is  also  pleasing*  to  report  that  though  owing  to  the  stringency  of  the 
times  several  of  our  annual  endowed  beds  have  lapsed,  nevertheless  to  this 
list,  as  will  appear  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  six  new  additions  have  been 
made. 

We  would  also  call  your  attention  to  another  pleasant  feature,  viz.,  that 
during  the  year  quite  a  number  of  corporations,  firms,  county  agents,  town 
supervisors,  as  well  as  individuals  on  their  own  private  account  have  entrusted 
patients  to  the  care  of  the  Hospital,  thus  affording  them  advantages  which,  ex- 
cept for  the  generosity  of  the  former,  the  latter  could  have  never  enjoyed. 

During  the  year  by  leasing-  property  adjoining  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of 
employes  we  have  been  able  to  increase  our  capacity  for  patients  in  the  Hospit- 
al, to  the  number  of  thirty  beds. 

The  building  formerly  occupied  as  a  maternity  we  were  obliged  to  vacate 
on  account  of  its  unsafe  condition,  and  we  now  occupy  two  of  our  houses  on 
Harrison  street,  which  were  thoroughly  renovated  for  the  purpose. 

The  changes  thus  affected  give  us  210  beds  in  the  Hospital  proper,  25  beds 
in  the  convalescents  and  throat  and  chest  department,  and  20  beds  in  the  ma- 
ternity, making  a  total  of  255  beds. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  house  repairing,  during  the  year,  we  have  thor- 
oughly renovated  all  the  outside  metal  work  of  the  entire  Hospital,  giving  it, 
wioh  the  wood  work,  several  coats  of  paint,  and  have  also  laid  over  5000  sq.  ft. 
of  flooring-  in  the  Ross  building. 

The  work  in  the  maternity,  and  the  buildings  occupied  by  the  servants  as 
well  as  the  changes  and  repairs  in  the  Hospital  proper,  have  somewhat  in- 
creased our  current  expense  account. 

The  cost  of  administration  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  was  $92,423.03,  and 
expenses  for  taxes,  insurance,  paving,  etc..  $2,035.27,  making  a  total  of 
$94,458.30. 

The  receipts  from  all  sources  available  for  current  expenses  amounted  to 
$98,686.61. 

There  were  2,000  admissions  of  new  patients  as  against  1,958  for  the  previ- 
ous year  and  71,834  days  of  treatment  as  against  72510  of  the  year  before. 

Of  the  days  of  treatment,  47,763  were  pay  and  part  pay;  of  which  number 
fully  5  per  cent  should  be  credited  to  that  class  who  were  entered  as  pay  pa- 
tients, but  who  were  unable  to  meet  their  obligations,  and  yet  were  not  trans- 
ferred to  the  free  list,  and  24,020  days  were  wholly  free. 

The  daily  average  of  free  patients  was  65,  of  pay  and  part  pay  134.  making 
a  total  daily  average  of  199. 

The  lowest  number  of  patients  at  any  time  was  152,  the  highest  234. 

The  lowest  number  of  free  patients  was  48,  the  highest  84. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  list  or  free  patients  rarely  fell  below  the  num- 
ber of  endowed  beds,  whereas  the  daily  average  was  five  above,    and   that  the 
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relation  of  free  and  pay  as  represented  by  our  endowment  has  been  sustained 
throughout  the  year. 

This  showing-  we  think,  is  all  the  more  creditable  because  the  cost  of 
maintenance  of  these  beds  was  $18,000  in  excess  of  what  we  received  for  that 
purpose,  and  $2,500.00  over  and  above  the  sum  of  all  our  donations  applicable 
for  current  expenses. 

The  medical  and  surgical  work  has  kept  pace  with  that  of  the  previous 
year.  With  the  increase  of  our  facilities  and  the  perfection  of  our  methods  the 
results  become  more  gratifying,  nevertheless  we  are  still  in  urgent  need  of 
numerous  appliances  which  are  necessary  to  the  full  accompl.shment  of  ideal 
work. 

The  religious  services  continue  an  important  feature  of  the  hospital. 

At  stated  periods  during  the  year  the  Communion  was  administered  by 
Rev.  Walter  H.  Reynolds,  assistant  pastor  of  the  Third  Church,  to  those  who 
manifested  a  desire  to  honor  our  Lord  in  this  blessed  service. 

The  daily  ministrations  of  Miss  Patterson  are  also  a  pleasant  feature  of 
this  work;  these  varied  meetings  are  quite  helpful  to  those  who  are  in  sympa- 
thy with  them,  and  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  those,  who  are  not  thus  inclined, 
gradually  come  under  their  blessed  influence. 

These  services  can  have  but  one  result , viz., to  teach  those  who  in  sickness 
are  doubly  conscious  of  their  weakness,  to  look  to  Him  who  is  our  strength,  a 
present  Helper  in  all  times  of  need  and  to  honor  the  name  of  our  blessed 
Master. 

The  Sabbath  afternoon  bible  class  is  still  conducted  by  Miss  Wing,  sup- 
ported by  "Bible  Class  D"  of  the  Third  Church,  and  as  stated  before  is  admir- 
ably adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  Hospital  and  highly  appreciated  by  the 
patients. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  thanks  of  the  board  are  due  to  our  medical 
staff  for  another  year  of  painstaking  and  efficient  medical  and  surgical  service. 

To  the  nurses  also,  we  express  our  hearty  appreciation  of  untiring  labor, 
and  tender  ministrations,  whose  inestimable  value  cannot  be  expressed  in 
words. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  in  behalf  of  the  Board, to  express  thanks  to  those  of 
our  friends  who  are  found  not  only  within  the  various  organizations  identified 
with  the  Hospital, but  also  those  having  no  such  connection,  for  the  kind  words 
and  the  material  aid  which  we  have  received  in  various  ways  during  the  past 
year.

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CONSTITUTION, 


ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

The  corporate  name  of  this  Society  is,  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  Chicago. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and  management  of 
an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and  nursing 
to  sick  and  disabled  persons  of  every  creed  nationality  and  color. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE  SOCIETY. 

The  Managers  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Society,  and  the  names  of 
the  Managers  from  time  to  time  in  office  shall  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  member- 
ship as  active  members. 

Other  persons  severally  paying  or  contributing  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital 
(as  is  expected  of  the  Managers  severally)  not  less  than  Ten  Dollars  annual. y, 
may  be  constituted  members  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  by  the  Elect- 
ing Committee  as  provided  in  the  By-Laws,  but  subject  to  the  approval  of  said 
Board,  as  is  also  so  provided.  A  person  once  elected  to  annual  membership 
may  continue  such  membership  only  by  paying  Ten  Dollars  annually. 

Any  person  who  shall  pay  not  less  than  One  Hundred  Dollars  in  advance 
may,  upon  vote. of -the  Board  of  Managers,  become  a  life  member. 

Honorary  members  may  also  be  constituted  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers. 

Any  of  the  honorary,  life  or  annual  members  who  may  actually  attend  the 
annual  or  any  of  the  special  or  other  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  have  the 
right  to  participate  therein  along  with  the  active  members  aforesaid. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

PROPERTY, 

All  property  of  the  Society,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  donor,  shall 
be  applied  or  be  held  to  advance  the  general  objects  of  the  society,  as  declared 
in  the  Certificate  of  Organization. 

ARTICLE  V. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers. Such  Board  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  persons,  with  the  addition 
thereto  of  the  pastors  of  the  First,  Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Presbyterian 
Churches  of  Chicago,  now  or  hereafter  respectively  installed  and  acting  as  such 
pastors  respectively.     Such  pastors  are  to  constitute  the  Clerical  Board. 
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Said  twenty-four  persons  shall  be,  as  at  present,  divideded  into  four  classes 
of  six  (6)  each, such  division  having  been  made  with  reference  to  service  for  the 
terms  of  one  (1),  two  (2),  three  (3)  and  four  (4)  years  respectively  of  those  first 
selected  and  so  that  hereafter  six  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board 
annually,  by  ballot,  to  serve  on  the  said  Board  for  four  years.  Any  vacancy 
occurring  in  the  said  Board  of  Managers,  otherwise  than  by  change  of  pastor- 
ate as  to  said  four  churches  respectively,  may  be  filled  in  like  manner  at  any 
stated  or  special  meeting  of  the  said  Board;  provided,  that  if  the  vacancy  be  not 
so  filled  until  a  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  occur,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by 
vote  by  ballot  of  the  members  of  the  Society  attending  such  meeting. 

A  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and  an  Assistant 
Secretary  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers  from  their 
own  number:  provided,  however,  the  Assistant  Secretary  need  not  be  a  Mana- 
ger. Not  less  than  eleven  members  of  said  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting,  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  authorized 
to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society  over  all  'the  estate  and  pr  perty  of  the 
Society;  to  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  institution, author- 
ity to  make  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same; 
to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  except  as  above  provided,  choose  the  officers 
of  the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants  and  attendants,  and  generally  trans- 
the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  monthly  meetings  on  the  third 
Monday  of  the  month.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Society  may 
be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  by  the 
Vice-President,  or  on  the  requisition  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  and 
the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall  be  specified  in  the  notice  to  the 
members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting,  and  no  other  subject  shall 
be  aerted  upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the' Society  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of 
April  in  each  year.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting;  to  present  to  the  meeting  or  adjourned 
meeting  a  report  of  the  proceedings  and  business  matters  of  the  previous  year; 
to  exhibit  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the 
Society,  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  nature  relating  to  the  objects  or 
affairs  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  importance.  In  case  of  failure 
to  hold  the  annual  meeting  on  the  day  specified,  a  special  meeting  shall  be  called 
for  that  purpose.  An  attendance  of  not  less  than  eleven  members,  active,  an- 
nual, life  or  honorary,  shall  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business,  except 
to  adjourn  to  another  time. 

At  such  annual  or  adjourned  meeting,  six  persons  shall  be  chosen  to  supply 
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the  places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire;  that 
is.  if  vacancies  exist.  The  persons  so  elected,  together  with  those  composing 
the  three  other  classes  and  the  four  other  members  of  the  Board  provided  for  as 
aforesaid,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

BOARD  OF  CLERGYMEN. 

There  shall  be  a  Clerical  Board  to  consist  of  the  four  clerical  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  to  whom  shall  be  exclusively  committed  all  matters  relating 
to  the  spiritual  and  religious  ministrations  of  the  Hospital.  The  President  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  Vice- 
President,  shall  be  notified  of  the  meetings  of  the  Clerical  Board,  and  when 
present  shall  preside  and  vote  at  such  meetings.  It  shall  be  the  duty  o'"  the 
Superintendent  and  Chaplain,  when  requested,  to  attend  these  meetings  of  the 
said  Board. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AUTHORITY  TO  BORROW  MONEY. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society,  or  at  any  special  meet- 
ing thereof,  authority  may,  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  present, 
be  delegated  to  the  President  and  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  to  be  used  solely 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Society , 

Estimates  shall  be  submitted  to  any  such  meeting  by  the  Treasurer  and 
the  Finance  Committee,  from  which  the  amount  of  money  to  be  borrowed  for 
current  expenses  or  for  other  necessary  outlays  before  the  next  annual  meeting 
can  be  determined. 

In  carrying  out  the  power  hereby  given,  the  President  and  Treasurer  may, 
from  time  to  time,  subject  to  approval  of  Finance  Committee,  execute  note  or 
notes,  and  renew  the  same  without  the  necessity  of  any  further  vote  of  the 
members. 

ARTICLE  X. 

AMENDMENTS  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  of  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  upon  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  and  shall  be 
adopted  only  upon  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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BY=LAW5. 

FOR  THE  GOVERN/IENT  AND  REGULATION  OF  THE  BOARD   OF    JIANAGERS    AND  OF= 

FICERS  GENERALLY. 


DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

I.      OF    THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board,  he  shall  appoint 
all  committees  which  do  not  consist  of  more  than  three  members  subject  to 
approval  by  the  Board.  He  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer  directed  by 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board,  agreeably 
to  the  Constitution,  whenever,  in  his  opinion,  the  business  of  the  Society  re- 
quires it,  or  when  requested  to  do  so  on  the  application  of  five  Managers.  But 
in  calling  special  meetings  he  shall  have  the  notices  sent  to  the  members, 
state  the  general  nature  or  character  of  the  business  to  come  before  them,  as 
provided  for  in  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution,  and  such  notices  thall  be  mailed 
or  otherwise  served  at  least  two  days  prior  to  the  time  appointed  for  the  meet- 
ing. 

The  President  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
an  advisory  member  of  each  of  the  other  standing  committees,  but  without 
vote  in  the  latter,  and  shall  be  notified  of  the  meetings  of  such  committees. 

II.      OF  THE  VICE  PRESIDENT. 

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall  possess  his 
powers  and  perform  his  duties,  and  in  the  absence  of  both  President  and  Vice- 
President,  the  Managers  present  at  any  meeting  shall  appoint  one  of  their 
number  to  preside. 

III.      OF    THE  TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  title  deeds  and  other 
papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  corporation,  and  of  all 
moneys  belonging  thereto.  He  shall  open,  in  the  name  of  the  Hospital,  an  ac- 
count with  one  of  the  banks  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board,  and  shall  deposit  all  moneys  in  such  bank  immediately  upon  receiving 
them.  He  shall  keep  a  proper  check  and  account  book,  showing  the  amount 
of  funds  in  his  hands,  which  shall,  at  all  suitable  times,  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  Managers.  At  each  stated  meeting  he  shall  present  an  account  or 
abstract  thereof,  showing  the  state  of  the  treasury.  He  shall  pay  all  orders 
drawn  upon  him  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed.  He  shall  execute  such 
resolutions  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Committee  of  Finance,  relative  to  the 
investment  of  funds.  He  shall  prepare  and  lay  before  the  Society,  at  each  an- 
nual mooting  or  adjournment  of  the  same,  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
I  uros  t  he  preceding  year  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  show  by  such 
statement  the  manner  in  which  the  funds  of  the  Society  are  invested. 

IV.      OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the. proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers.     Tie  shall    countersign  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  in  pur- 
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suance  of  the  resolutions  of  the  Board.  He  shall  preserve  all  records  and 
papers  which  do  not  belong  to  the  office  of  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  notify  the 
members  of  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  notice  ad- 
dressed to  them  through  the  postoffice,  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting, 
and  shall  give  similar  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  by  notice  addressed 
to  the  members  at  their  places  of  business  respectively,  or  last  known  places 
of  residence,  or  by  publication  in  a  daily  city  paper  for  at  least  two  days  pre- 
ceding such  meeting,  which  publication  shall  be  deemed  a  proper  notice.  He 
shall  also  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  chairman  of  each  committee  of  the 
names  of  the  members  thereof,  and  the  object  for  which  they  may  be  appointed. 
He  shall  prepare  and  file  such  certificates  of  election  and  other  papers,  if  any, 
as  may  be  required  to  be  recorded  in  the  county  records. 

He  shall  be  Corresponding  Secretary  cx-officio,  and  shall  have  charge  of 
the  correspondence  of  the  Board,  and  make  such  communications  in  relation 
to  it  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Managers;  but  if  the  Board  of  Managers  find  it 
desirable  to  do  so,  they  may  elect  a  Corresponding  Secretary  to  discharge 
these  duties  and  such  others  as  may  be  devolved  upon  him. 

V.      OF  THE   ASSISTANT  SECRETARY . 

The  Assistant  Secretary  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of 
him  by  the  Secretary  or  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

VI.      ELECTION  OF   COMMITTEES. 

The  Managers  shall  elect,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the  month  of 
April  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  a  Committee  of  Finance, 
to  consist  of  five  members,  of  whom  the  Treasurer  shall  be  one:  an  Executive 
Committee  of  nine  members,  of  whom  the  President  shall  be  one,  three  of 
•whom  shall  form  a  quorum:  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members,  and  an 
Electing  Committee  of  five  members.  These  committees  shall  hold  office  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  until  their  successors  be  chosen,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Board. 

VII.   OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  direct  or  control  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital 
during  the  interim  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  but  subject  to 
the  action  and  supervision  of  said  Board.  They  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of 
their  proceedings,  and  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  said  Board  at  its  stated 
meetings,  or  when  required  by  said  Board. 

VIII.      OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  to  adopt  proper  means  of 
augmenting  the  subscriptions  and  benefactions,  to  circulate  information  con- 
cerning the  Hospital,  to  see  that  the  subscriptions  are  duly  received,  and  to 
direct  the  Treasurer  in  investing  the  funds.  But  all  investments,  except  such 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board,  shall  be  in  the  public  stocks  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  bonds  of  the  county  of  Cook  or  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  or 
in  such  corporate  and  municipal  bonds  as  the  Finance  Committee  may  recom- 
mend, or  upon  bond  and  mortgage  or  unincumbered  improved  real  estate  in 
the  county  of  Cook,  the  estimated  value  of  which  shall  be  twice  the  amount 
loaned;  and  the  Committee  of  Finance  shall  keep  said  property  fully  insured. 

IX.      OF  THE  AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  and    report  to 
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the  Board  all  accounts  against  the  Society,  and  also  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
account  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  Said  Com- 
mittee thall  examine  all  securities  and  vouchers  held  or  taken  by  the  Treasur- 
er, and  his  books  of  account  from  time  to  time,  and  report  in  regard  to  the  suf- 
ficiency and  regularity  of  the  same  respectively. 

X.  OF  THE  ELECTING  COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Electing  Committee  is  to  elect  persont  to  be  members  of 
the  Society,  on  their  complying  with  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws.  The  Committee  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  regula- 
tions: Four  members  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum:  a  candidate 
shall  be  elected  if  a  majority  of  the  members  present  vote  in  his  favor,  but 
such  election  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  subject  to  its  ap- 
proval thereof;  twenty-four  hours*  notice  shall  be  given  of  every  meeting  of 
the  Committee. 

XI.  APPROPRIATIONS  OF   MONEY. 

All  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the  Board,  and 
entered  on  its  minutes.  Orders  for  the  amount  appropriated  shall  then  be 
drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the 
Vice-President,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  or,  if  he  be  absent  by  the 
Assistant  Secretary,  or  Secretary  pro  tern.,  which  orders,  with  the  receipts  of 
the  persons  in  whose  favor  they  may  be  drawn  indorsed  thereon,  shall  be  the 
Treasurers  vouchers  for  payments  made  by  him. 

XII.      ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  appointed  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Board;  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum  shall  appear,  and  the  meet- 
ing shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meetings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

4.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

5.  Reports  of  the  committees  shall  be  called,  and  order  be  taken  thereon. 

6.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  former  meetings,  if  any,  shall  be  taken 
up,  after  which  any  business  may  be  proceeded  with  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Board. 

XIII.      ALTERATIONS    OR  ADDITIONS. 

Alterations  or  additions  to  these  By-Laws  may  be  made  as  provided  in 
Article  IX  of  the  Constitution. 
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FREE  BEDS  AND  MEMBERS. 

A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients 
to  a  free  bed  in  a  room  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients 
to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients 
to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  for  life  of  donor. 

A  donation  of  three  hundred  dollars  annually  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate a  patient  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more,  constitutes  the  donor  a  life 
member  of  the  institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

The  close  of  the  thirteenth  year  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  of  the  Presby- 
terian Hospital  finds  the  Society  in  prosperous  condition  and  good  working 
order. 

Meetings  have  been  held  at  the  Hospital  on  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month,  with  the  exception  of  July  and  August. 

Supplies  of  fruits,  jellies  and  other  delicacies  have  been  contributed  each 
month  by  the  different  churches. 

The  Library  Committee  reports  157  books  received,  besides  paper-covered 
volumes,  magazines  and  children's  books.  Cash  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  $12.90.  Received,  $20.00.  Expended  for  bookcase,  covers  and  labels, 
$26.80.     Cash  on  hand  $8.10. 

The  heaviest  item  of  expense  for  the  Furnishing  Committee  has  been  the 
flooring  of  the  lower  halls  with  tile,  but  this  is  believed  to  be  a  measure  of 
economy,  in  view  of  the  durability  of  the  tiling.  The  upper  halls  have  been 
covered  with  linoleum. 

The  reports  of  the  Visiting  Committee  through  their  chairman  invariably 
dwell  upon  the  patience  and  cheerfulness  which  seem  to  be  the  prevailing 
spirit.  Those  who  think  of  a  hospital  only  as  a  place  of  suffering,  or  at  least 
of  patient  endurance  would  perhaps  be  surprised  to  learn  that  patients  often 
find  subject  of  amusement  in  their  various  disabilities;  as  in  the  case  of  a  man 
who  fell  down  a  mining  shaft  and  broke  bones  in  six  places,  but  found  enter- 
tainment for  himself  and  provided  it  for  others  in  experiments  testing  his 
ability  to  exercise  under  these  circumstances.  The  Children's  Ward  is  the 
scene  of  many  activities  which  keep  the  little  patients  employed  in  doing 
something  for  others.  It  may  be  interesting  to  know  that  one  of  the  benefits 
of  the  influence  of  the  Hospital  is  the  incidental  cultivation  of  good  manners. 
Mothers  whose  children  have  returned  home  have  expressed  their  thanks  for 
the  improvement  in  this  direction. 

The  Committee  on  Associate  Memberships  find  a  gratifying  increase  this 
year  in  the  results  of  their  work.  Nearly  a  thousand  circulars  have  been  sent 
out  and  a  large  proportion  of  them  have  been  answered. 

The  Devotional  Committee  continues  its  faithful  and  beneficent  work,  and 
many  who  leave  their  sick  beds  renewed  in  heart  and  life  will  look  back  with 
gratitude  to  the  weeks  spent  in  the  atmosphere  of  patient,  unselfish  minister- 
ing and  teaching,  and  the  example  of  the  lives  with  which  they  have  come  in 
contact.  Miss  Patterson  has  more  than  once  found  a  patient  who  on  first  en- 
tering the  hospital  loudly  proclaimed  his  infidelity,  of  whom  she  could  after 
some  weeks  give  such  a  report  as  this:  "The  man  who  declared  himself  an  in- 
fidel is  very  ill,  and  knows  that  he  can  not  recover.  But  his  testament  has 
been  his  constant  companion,  and  he  has  come  to  a  joyful  trust  in  Christ." 

Instead  of  attempting  to  provide  the  usual  entertainment  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Hospital,  it  was  thought  wise  this  year  to  try  to  raise  the  money  by  di- 
rect appeal  to  those  interested  in  the  success  of  this  institution,  and  a  number 
of  ladies,  members  of  this  Society,  volunteered  to  raise  the  sum  of  $5,000.  In 
the  prevailing  financial  stringency,  this  was  an  undertaking  calling  for  much 
faith  and  courage,  but  it  has  been  entirely  successful. 
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In  February  last,  the  president  Mrs.  O.  S.  Newell,  in  viow  of  an  extended 
absence,  tendered  her  resignation.  The  two  years  during-  which  she  has 
served  as  president,  have  proved  her  an  able  and  judicious  leader,  and  her  res- 
ignation was  accepted  with  regret. 

With  this  exception  there  have  been  but  fevr  changes  in  the  membership, 
and  no  deaths  have  occurred  within  the  year.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 
The  Society  shall  be  called  "The  Ladles'  Aid  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
of  Chicago. "  Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Corporate  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Hospital  %  providing-  bedding,  kitchen  and  table-ware,  reading-  matter,  deli- 
cacies and  comforts  for  the  sick,  subject  to  the  general  direction  of  the  Hos- 
pital Managers  and  Medical  Board;  also  to  invite  the  co-operation  and  secure 
the  help  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  the  city  and  vicinity  in  the  work  of 
the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Any  person  contributing  one  dollar  per  year  shall  be  a  member  of  this  As- 
sociation. The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  four  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a 
Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  These  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed. 
The  Auditors  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  the  Auditors  of  this  Associa- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  III. 
At  each  annual  meeting  the  Association  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Manag- 
ers, consisting  of  seventy-five  members  (more  or  less),  to  whom  shall  be  en- 
trusted the  business  of  the  Association.  Also  at  each  meeting  the  Association 
shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  twenty  members  (more  or 
less),  said  committee  to  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  membership;  and 
the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the  Chairmen 
of  Standing  Committees  shall  be  ex-offieio  members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee. This  committee  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes,  holding,  re- 
spectively, one,  two  and  three  years,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter, 
one-third  of  the  committee  shall  be  chosen  to  continue  in  office  for  three  years, 
and  no  member  shall  be  eligible  to  re-appointment  until  at  least  one  year  from 
the  expiration  of  her  term  of  office. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
as  the  needs  of  the  work  may  require. 

ARTICLE  V. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  recommend  to  each  annual  meeting  the 
names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year.  It  shall 
also,  three  months  in  advance  of  the  annual  meeting,  appoint  a  committee  of 
five,  who  shall  recommend  to  the  annual  meeting  the  names  ef  persons  to  be 
voted  for  as  officers  and  as  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting,  notice  of  such 
amendment  having  been  given  at  the  previous  monthly  meeting  of   Managers. 
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BY-LAWS. 


I. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  the  first  Monday  in  April, 
at  11  A.  M.,  at  which  meeting  the  President  of  the  Hospital  board  of  managers 
shall  preside. 

II.  ♦ 

The  board  of  managers  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  at 
11  A.  M. 

III. 
The  Executive   Committee  shall  meet  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  at 
10:30  A.  M. 

IV. 

There  shall  be  six  standing  committees — i.  e.,  Furnishing  Committee, 
Visiting  Committee,  Library  Committee,  Committee  on  Delicacies,  Commit- 
tee on  Associate  Memberships,  and  Devotional  Committee. 

V. 
The  Furnishing  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  connected 
with  the  supply  of  bedding,  clothing,  lint,  bandages,  etc.,  as  provided  in  th( 
first  article  of  the  Constitution.  It  shall  divide  its  work  among  the  sub-corn 
mittees  at  its  own  discretion,  enlarging  the  committee  as  circumstances  maj 
require.  This  Committee  shall  acknowledge  to  the  donors  all  contributions 
receivod  by  them  or  sent  directly  to  the  Hospital. 

VI. 
The  Committee  on  Delicacies  shall  have  charge  of  articles  of  extra  diet 
subject  to  the  board  of  managers  and  the  medical  board. 

VII. 
The  Library  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  connected  witl 
the  supply  of  books,  magazines  and  papers  to  the  Hospital,  advising  with  th< 
Clerical   Committee.     It  shall  acknowledge  all  donations  of  books,  magazine! 
and  papers. 

VIII. 
The  Visiting  Committee  shall  visit  the  Hospital  and  report  its  work  an( 
needs  to  the  managers  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

IX. 
The  Treasurer  shall  disburse   all  money  coming  into  her  hands,  subject  t< 
the  action  of  the  Board. 

X. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  managers  to  attend  th< 
monthly  meetings,  and  an  absence  of  three  months  without  written  communi 
cation,  shall  be  deemed  a  resignation  of  the  office. 

XI. 
These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  the   stated  meeting,  a  majority  of  th 
members  being  present. 
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RULES  FOR  THE  ADHISSION  OF  PATIENTS 

TO 

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL. 


1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  or  serious  illness 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  A.  m. 
and  5  o'clock  p.  m. 

They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  hospital,  when 
they  will  be  examined  by  the  medical  superintendent  of  the  Hos- 
pital, or  some  other  physician  or  surgeon  appointed  by  him  for 
that  purpose. 

In  case  the  patient  cannot  apply  in  person,  the  medical 
superintendent  shall  sntisfy  himself  that  the  case  is  a  proper  one 
for  the  Hospital,  before  admission  can  be  granted. 

3.  Any  physician  or  surgeon  may  send  to  the  Hospital  such 
pay  patients  as  may  be  properly  admitted,  but  no  patient  shall  be 
admitted  to  any  of  the  endowed  beds,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  medical  superintendent,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  a 
member  of  the  board  of  managers,  signed  by  the  president. 

4-  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  must  be  ac- 
companied by  a  certificate  of  a  physician  or  some  reputable  per- 
son in  their  neighborhood;  if  not  recommended  by  a  member  of 
the  medical  board;  and  in  no  instance  shall  a  patient  who  is  able 
to  pay  be  admitted  without  such  a  certificate. 

5,  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Hospital 
longer  than  three  months,  except  upon  the  recommendation  of 
he  attending  physician  or  surgeon.
